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The Dalton Plan Discussed 


Edward Fitzpatrick 


are pleased present this issue en- 

thusiastic description the Dalton plan. 

shall want include this the ex- 
planation the principal proposals our contempo- 
rary education particularly their proponents, well 
articles evaluating these proposals. introduce 
this policy critical statement the Dalton plan 
editorially. 

The proposer the Dalton plan, Miss Helen Park- 
hurst, saw clearly certain defects our current prac- 
tice. She saw first the obvious fact the difference 
the rate learning among the members class, 
which varies for the same group different subjects. 
For that reason provision must made the instruc- 
tion program for these different rates learning in- 
dividuals. That means practically the abandonment 
the mass instruction ordinarily given classes. Its 
logical conclusion would individual instruction, but 
the proposal not carried far. 

Another point attack the current practice the 
time schedule with its thirty minutes arithmetic, 
fifteen minutes spelling, twenty minutes geogra- 
phy, and through this usual expression kaleid- 
oscopic education. The teacher might the point 
clinching her previous instruction, the youngster’s 
curiosity may just aroused, but, no, the time sched- 
ule must adhered to. Some members the class 
may not need the instruction geography, but may 
sore need instruction grammar; but mechan- 
ical time division determined advance for the year 
semester, the same every week, controls the action 
presumably intelligent teacher leading group 
children with minds that are anything but mechanical. 
has been well said, the teacher may follow the time 
schedule but lose the child the process. 


third point attack the lack enrichment 
the ordinary content current school practice. One 
teacher teaching all the subjects naturally, pre- 
sumed, less expert and less informed than teachers who 
confine themselves single subjects. The same teacher 
teaching the same room, every day, all the things the 
children have know, limits the educational oppor- 
tunity for the children. Why not have special 
Why not have special rooms for each the subjects 
with special equipment and special libraries for each 
the subjects? Such are the points attack and gen- 
uine enough problems. 

The genesis the plan may briefly indicated. 
Miss Parkhurst, the founder the plan, tells the story 
herself. The statement railroad official the new 
attitude industrial management toward the men, 
and particularly the statement that the president was 
“fearless human being,” more less her 
dissatisfaction with educational practice. Was not 
“fearless human beings” exactly what “educationists” 
were aiming produce? Miss Parkhurst does not ap- 
parently use the idea later, need not spend any 
time its inadequacy. 

Miss Parkhurst found the key her special prob- 
lem two passages Edgar James Swift’s “Mind 
the Making.” The more important follows: 

The rational method work with the students, inspiring 
them with longing delve into things for themselves and 
make their contribution the common fund knowledge. 
discussed clarified the recitation. The didactic 
method belongs the Middle Ages. still dominates our 
schools, though the conditions that made serviceable have 
long since passed. Mental expansion the teachers them- 
selves the first step toward removing this medieval debris. 
They will then investigate their pupils, the schoolroom will 
become educational laboratory, and activity will not 
limited the manual-training department. The influence 
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suggestion through environment has never received its proper 
recognition education. Teachers want play too con- 
spicuous part the mentations the pupils. But the educator 
limited, the ends may pre-elect, the complexity 
human life. The very child whose qualities disapproves of, 
may the germ man much beyond his own mental reach. 

The conception the formative influence the 
environment Professor Conklin Princeton his 
and Environment,” the statement educa- 
tional aim nameless railroad official, and the con- 
ception method Professor Swift, are the basis 
the steps which Miss Parkhurst arrived her plan:

Miss Parkhurst’s cherished term was 
laboratory. “But me,” she says, “the word most 
significant, and cling advisedly the hope that 
may gradually shift the educational point view 
away from the atmosphere prejudice and moribund 
theories which the word ‘school’ calls our minds. 
Let think school rather sociological labora- 
tory where the pupils themselves are the experiment- 
ers, not the victims intricate and crystallized 
system whose evolution they have neither part nor 
lot. Let think place where community con- 
ditions prevail they prevail life itself” (p. 16). 

The Dalton laboratory plan not new method, 
reorganization. This Miss Parkhurst’s statement, and 
true, which undoubtedly is, then does not 
the heart the educational problem. For the 
heart the educational problem what the child 
learns (curriculum) and how the child learns (meth- 
ods). While theory the plan emphasizes the freedom 
the child, his individual needs speed learning 
with certain techniques educational organization 
that stand the way its ideal. 

This revealed more clearly Miss Parkhurst’s 
statement: “As general rule, the Dalton plan ap- 
plied efficient measure for the purpose accom- 
plishing work already standardized for 
the different forms grades.” is, therefore, ma- 
centered, standardized curriculum, even though 
said “it could used for the carrying out freer 
curriculum composed entirely projects set the

Design essential the 
tion house” (p. 65, 66). Here clearly curriculum- 
centered, teacher-centered, educative work instead 
child-centered, spite all its talk about the free- 
dom the child; and the codperation that seems 
demanded teacher rather than the child 
initiative the group. 

This emphasis ready-made subject matter cor- 
roborated another suggestion that Miss Parkhurst 
makes. “It would well lay whole twelve month’s 
work before the pupil the beginning the school 
year” (p. 22). 

The creation so-called “laboratories” which are 
the ordinary classrooms now used for one subject only, 
except very small schools, well equipped with the 
special material needed for particular maps, 
charts, pictures, specimens, what not with spe- 
cial library for the subject and with the specialist 
teacher. The emphasis well-informed 
trained teachers and the work the teacher 
consultant and guide, desirable emphasis. 
The need for the ten teachers, more 
less, who are contemporaneously dealing with the same 
child, point that needs emphasis here and all 
departmental systems. But one point may empha- 
sized, that the need for specialist teachers the ele- 
mentary school not nearly imperative seems 
indicated, nor the high school for that matter 
where teachers are, for the most part, teaching two 
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three subjects. The increase college graduates with 
liberal training entering elementary teaching, high- 
desirable movement, and will create better situa- 
than the one proposed. have examined detail 
this question for secondary schools “Promotion 
Scholarship Secondary Schools” and need not 
repeat here.

thus worked out, the scheme clearly con- 
tribution educational practice, and considerably 
below good conventional work. 

The attack the time schedule, particularly me- 
chanically followed out many conventional schools, 
should result generally making the time schedule 
more flexible the service the education chil- 
dren. should cease considered end itself, 
but means. should, too, change the number 
subjects included and the length time assigned 
them accordance with the new conceptions which 
under the name progressive education. 

Assuming for the moment that the contract worth 
doing, and the child’s acceptance means anything 
more than compliance with school routine, then there 
follow certain points the plan that deserve com- 
ment; the rate learning each pupil taken into 
account, analysis his weaknesses and strength 
the various subjects, and the budgeting his time 
finish all the contracts has assumed for the 
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month. These are points that are likely over- 
looked underestimated purely “mass instruc- 
tion” program, and their being selected this plan for 
special attention will render service generally edu- 
cation. Individual attention, grouping students with- 
class, special help before after school, special 
classes, classification ability, individual instruction 
are all evidences the need for individual attention 
and the recognition individual differences which un- 
derlie this aspect the Dalton plan. This plan was 
undoubtedly factor during the past ten years 
the recognition this problem. 

The final point wish discuss here the method 
checking the work students and keeping 
record the student’s progress both teacher and 
student. Without following this part the scheme into 
its detail, seems overemphasis academic 
bookkeeping even the point making burden 
the teacher. But perhaps even more significant its 
reflex effect the nature the assignments, empha- 
sizing their utterly mechanical character. the con- 
firmation the ready-made character the curri- 
culum. There tendency too great emphasis 
marks, and toward that “determinism” education 
connection with tests and measurements which Dr. 
Bagley has well exposed. 

may see conclusion that not regard the 
Dalton laboratory plan any sense major edu- 
cational contribution. time ferment has called 
attention certain educational practices way that 
has undoubtedly some effect the educational recon- 
struction going under the title child-centered 
schools. These practices have been stated. The specific 
proposals that have been made, contract assignments, 
laboratory classroom, teacher 
free choice pupil work will undertake, and 
consequent abolition time schedule, will find their 
place contemporary education independent the 
Dalton plan itself, indeed they have, sometimes 
quite different form and different emphasis, 
shown Rugg and Schumacher’s “Child Centered 
Schools.” Whatever kind school you are conducting, 
conventional “progressive,” anything between 
them, consider the Dalton plan not its entirety, but 
its specific proposals. only challenges your prac- 
tice and starts you thinking, will render very good 
service you.

Another: heard that story read church many 
times, but never appreciated now. helps 
confession easier, for God even kinder 
than that father spoken the story.” 

Again: “Couldn’t through all the stories that 
way would good for give them orally 
Many comments this nature proved that the stu- 
dents enjoyed the exercise. 


Writing Quotations 

The second experiment was made with little cards, 
inches, which they were obliged write 
quotation from some book, newspaper, magazine. 
the reverse side they wrote their reaction the 
quotation. This wonderful way get the students 
think. Each day card had handed in, and the 
boys soon learned observation that the more reac- 
tion they had, the more credit they received. For 
month watched the cards, and with rare 
out the used excerpts from Catholic publica- 
tions. then informed the class this fact, and with- 
out asking more the same, received from that 
time on, average day and often more, 
religious subjects.

The duty for the third experiment read follows: 
For tomorrow, detailed description some famous 
picture. need not religious one, but must 
some reputable artist. 

the following day the duties were handed in, and 
religious; the latter were the same picture 
Raphael’s Sistine Madonna. 

When handed the papers back them, asked 
them write down what they thought the duty. 
The following are some their comments: 

pictures more than any other kind seem 
emanate the very quintessence art, for they affect 
not only the heart, but further and temporarily 
transplant the soul from this world transient things 
into another grace and happiness. This found out 
having describe picture for English duty. 
sincerely hope have more this do.” 

One, after describing Plockhorst’s The Good Shep- 
erd, wrote follows: “It makes think how, after 
have strayed away from God, only His love 
that are brought back again His fold, shown 
His carrying the little lamb. Surely that little lamb 
represents each and everyone us.” 

“Since describing Raphael’s wrote an- 
other, think much more our Blessed Mother, for 
noticed such tender look her eyes that never 
noticed before. And this but picture her!” 
could but wish that had carried his meditation fur- 
ther, for surely did not stop there. 

must borne mind that the pupils had 
idea why gave the duty, and yet one wrote: think 
the duty yesterday was very good one because the 
majority, for some reason other, took religious 
picture. this manner possible bring religion 
into the English class, and suppose into others, with- 
out word being spoken the room, and would 
good thing were done oftener. like that form 
duty and hope will continued the future.” 

Another says: “Well, the first thing did, made 
think. The duty gave higher thoughts and has 
left pleasant memory mind. believe that 


religion could assist the study English, there’ 


are many subjects which English compositions 
rhetorical contests could held. this were done the 
field English would enlarged.” 

was using Perry pictures connection with the 
study Our Lord’s life religion class, decided 
experiment with one these English class. 
was Monday Holy Week, told boys 
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take the picture the Crucifixion and after carefully 
studying it, jot down good English, just what the 
picture said each one. This was really prayer con- 
templation, and was completely satisfied with the 
result the first experiment and the boys were also, 
for they often asked repeat the exercise. The fol- 
lowing sample the kind papers handed in: 

“The picture tells that sins and offenses 
caused Jesus suffer and die, and that better 
than the ruffians who crucified Him; fact, they 
only took place. really worse than the thief 
who blasphemed Jesus, for should know better. Every 
time sin, like one the Jewish onlookers who 
are jeering and scoffing. How can that 
God! forgive me. 

Christ, you are hanging there with outstretched 
arms, ready receive even the sinners into Thy king- 
dom they will but repent. one the sinners. 
Jesus, repent. Take into Thy loving arms.” 

Some the papers were even better than this one, 
which consider typical. The following day returned 
the papers, corrected, and asked the students write 
down what they thought the exercise. All liked it, 
and over three fourths asked have more such as- 
signments. The following are some their comments: 

“This exercise makes think, and that in- 
estimable.” 

makes easier for meditate during prayer 
get chance learn how, like this.” 

“Tt makes appreciate holy pictures, and surely 
think more those church which are put for our 
devotion.” 

“The necessity writing what the picture says 
makes humble, for want tell the truth.” 

“For the first time realized that there more 
picture than what represents.” 

“Tt taught work real contrition for 
sins.” 

“When see how man can put much thought 
into picture, own imagination awakened, and 
then thoughts holy ones come me, and coupled 
with these are good resolutions avoid certain things 
and try others more frequently.” 

might also add here that all the requisites for 
good meditation were present these papers, and later 
ones proved that actual progress meditation 
and contemplation was made the students. This was 
most gratifying. 


Longer Compositions 

The experiment laid most emphasis on, its very 
nature demanded careful study; refer the quar- 
terly term paper. suggested about subjects, and 
the students were privileged select one their own, 
subject approval. was this duty that used 
the material collected the little cards spoken 
above, and the most these were religious sub- 
jects, naturally the term papers were the same. The 
paper would not credited unless the author could 
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show his quotations and notes that consulted 
least six authors. glance over the list titles below 
will show that fourteen chose subjects either religious 
themselves dealing with religion. Among these 
were: 

St. Joseph; St. Blaise; Henry VIII; Cardinal Riche- 
lieu; The Origin the Universities (one cannot over- 
look the part played the Church and her Monks 
their erection) Galileo and Science good way 
arriving the truth this matter studying it) 
Cardinal Mazarin (two used this subject) The State 
Washington; The Architecture Our National 
Capital; The Mass, the Proper Form Christian 
Worship; The Fine Arts the Italian Renaissance 
(this nothing more than the study great Catholic 
artists) America’s Greatest Steamships The Develop- 
ment the Short Story (this subject took the author 
the Bible) George Washington; Prehistoric Man; 
The Life Galileo, the Catholic Scientist; Joan 
Arc (three wrote about this great saint) The Need 
Physical Education the High Schools; and The In- 
efficiency the Articles Confederation. 

Only one fifth the subjects suggested for 
any one quarter dealt with religion directly indirect- 
ly, and yet the result this quarter shows, over 
one half (14 out 23) chose religious topics. The Life 
St. Joseph; St. Blaise; The Mass, the Proper Form 
Christian Worship; and The Origin the Universi- 
ties were subjects elected the students. While this 
duty required considerable amount work, was 
esteemed very highly, and splendid papers were handed 
regularly. Three thousand words was considered the 
minimum for one these compositions. 


Short Addresses 


From time time would give the boys list 
subjects for short expository themes, written 
class and used the following day material for 
three-minute speeches. This exercise all the boys liked, 
and don’t think there was ever time when less than 
half the papers were religious subjects, though 
often only one fourth the subjects given were 
religious nature. The following list subjects 
given one time, together with the data the duty. 


What Does the Religion Class Mean High-School 
Student. (Two used this.) 

Should Art Taught the High School? (This was 
used two.) 

What Consider Three Most Important Classes. 
(Eight took this subject; all put Religion first, and English 
second.) 

Should Have Catholic Night School Our City? 
(Two used this.) 

The Need Catholic Education. (Five wrote this 
subject.) 

Ideal Teacher. (One used this, though was 
difficult subject.) 

Should Have Student Government Our School? 
(Three used this; two against it, and one for it.) 


The important thing duty this kind get 
subjects the boys can handle without references, 
they are required write and speak unaided. 
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Writing Poetry 

the score versification, have had wonderful 
success. Many teachers English find difficult 
get boys put serious effort upon verse. But when the 
teacher reads good Catholic poems and makes assign- 
ments few lines each on, for example, some title 
our Blessed Lady, St. Joseph, patron saint, 
commemoration some religious event, the results 
are unusually good. found very helpful them 
tell them briefly about the saint whose feast they were 
commemorate. Butler’s Lives will found extreme- 
beneficial, the sketch can read the class 
less than five minutes, read outside the teacher 
before coming the class and then given orally the 
students. this way they not only are assisted 
getting their duty, but they are made acquainted with 
the greatest heroes and heroines all times God’s 
saints. 


Various Experiments 


There were many more successful experiments about 
which shall not into detail, they are more 
less self-explanatory. These are not, however, unim- 
portant. The fact is, certain cases greater results 
were obtained through some them than through 
some those explained above. For example, often 
required Monday’s duty that the Sunday sermon 
written out and brought class, and exacted rigor- 
ous penance were not brought. Some pastors 
thought that “grand” idea; some the boys did, 
too. This same thing was carried out during Lent for 
the regular evening sermons. one can doubt the 
efficacy this duty. supplies new incentive for 
giving close attention the sermon, and gives the 
student composition subject within the range his 
ability. 

One biography was read and outlined outside 
class each quarter, and was astonishing how many 
used the lives the saints. Public librarians made 
their business get some these for boys. 

counterattack upon the modern “love-triangle” 
novels, demanded written summaries the novels 
Isabel Clarke.

strict definition the word geography—a 
description the earth—excludes large 


amount valuable knowledge, which in- 
timately connected with geography, claimed 
part and parcel it; this saying too much, 
should, any rate, studied along with it. 

There perhaps the whole range studies in- 
troduced into our schools, none suggestive that 
geography; study which naturally introduces 
extensive circle connected subjects; subjects 
that can more appropriately and naturally taken 
with geography than themselves any other 
connection. Geography therefore needs taught; 
and, without wholly discarding the textbook, the sub- 
ject should exist mainly the teacher’s mind, that, 
having drawn, were, the text from the book, the 
discourse upon should emanate from the living soul 
the instructor. Thus and thus only, can that life 
and spirit imparted indispensable making 
the subject living reality. 

Hence, necessary examine the best possible 
ways treating the subject. The most effectual way 
teaching geography, unquestionably, visit the 
spot earth under consideration and there make 
the subject inspection, remark, and explanation. 
description language can equal this, nor convey 
the mind the learner any conception the reality 
compared it. Next this, the seeing 
the figure material form, with due proportions 
preserved, the larger the better, with all the variety 
introduced that belongs the original, far the 
size the copy will admit. Next, drawing the 
same, including all the lines and boundaries, represent- 
ing countries, districts, cities, rivers, lakes, mountains, 

Proceeding this order then, first personal in- 
spection, second the artificial globe, and third 
maps, are prepared for the filling language, 
describing the learner whatever may not fully 
comprehend, and furnishing such information respect- 
ing the productions, people, climate, government, and 
institutions the region are most important.

teacher. Great consideration must exercised toward 
children, because their stock ideas very scanty. 
They are entitled large measure patience and 
encouragement also. 

When the lesson, which should short one, has 
occupied sufficient amount time and attention, 
the sketches should removed from the blackboard 
and the papers destroyed.

Ask him the longi- 
tude the place, and knows the longitude his 
own residence, will say ——— degrees less than 
his own home.

mating parts. Tell him where look for the strong, 
industrious, intelligent, matter-of-fact man, who earns 
his subsistence and makes the world happier his 
and show him that the animals, the fruits, and 
the vegetable productions that zone partake the 
qualities adapted just that race men. 

The same may said the others. Where the phy- 
sical wants man are few, little the way labor 
required them. Excessive heat abates his strength, 
and nature feeds and clothes him from her ample store- 
house. She serves him with luscious fruits, regales his 
ear with rich music, fascinates his eye with gorgeous 
coloring, and ravishes his smell with exquisite odors. 

others again, the colder portions, where little 
grows can grow, the inhabitants are few, and they 
become inured hardship, and little else than per- 
form their natural functions which carry them through 
brief and precarious existence. The few brute animals 
and vegetable productions there, partake the same 
low grade properties and qualities, and exhibit 
rigid adaptation what may termed the law the 
climate. 

Hence, the pupil may led know what expect 
from man, beast, fruit, and flower, ascertaining the 
part the globe mainly the latitude —in which 
they are found.

How many persons there are, all sides us, 
that have not the slightest idea, even the countries 
which produce the most common articles daily 
domestic consumption use, and even the meaning 
the names many articles constantly advertised 
the daily press. What learned school usually 
talked about home; and especially any new idea 
about things that comes the learner 
way, without the formality assigned task, and 
consequently without study. 

connection with this exercise, the routes usually 
pursued navigators and from the several ports, 
from which the articles commerce, that become the 
subject conversation, are imported, would found 
matter curiosity and interest; and believe very 
few our schoolbooks present use refer the sub- 
ject all. not complain this, but would recom- 
mend the teacher introduce along with this 
miscellaneous exercise, sure give much satisfac- 
tion the inquiring minds his pupils.

There danger that will not have labor enough, 
vexation enough, and confinement his books and 
the schoolroom sufficient exercise all his patience 
and temper, his memory, his reasoning powers, and his 
physical endurance, give him what auxiliaries may, 
and this should always borne mind. The work 
that capable doing would require him; 
but whatever sunlight can thrown upon his 
path intellectual toil should not withheld. 
will then not only acquire more, and comprehend what 
might otherwise obscure his mind, but will enjoy 
higher and nobler attainments, urged his own 
wishes and feelings, rather than the requisitions 
those who direct him.

Nature Nurture 


Nature nurture, heredity environment; which 
more important? Who more important me, 
father The pendulum has swung heavi- 
the side heredity. now swinging back 
the side environment. This means that the impor- 
tance the teacher being increased. This means that 
education more than ever necessity rather than 
luxury. does not mean that more people are capable 
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being educated than before. apt mean that 
the number people remains the same, but that they 
are not the people thought they were. The reason 
for this the surprising fact that have not yet 
learned tell which environment the best. 

Heredity counts for something. may count for 
good deal. certainly does not count for much 
the snobs say does. “Blue blood,” even “royal blood,” 
may not the best blood.

soon heredity mentioned, the poor Jukes 
family sure get honorable mention. According 
record the history their “bad blood” this: Out 
1,000 persons five generations, 300 died infancy 
310 spent 2,300 years almshouses; 440 wrecked 
130 convicted criminals murderers) only 
learned trade. This certainly unfortunate 
record, bad that the fictitious name Jukes has 
been used reference it. Set against the dis- 
tinguishing record the descendants Jonathan 
Edwards. The percentage successful men this 
family quite impressive. 

From these and similar cases argued that edu- 
cation simply wasted people who inherit “bad 
blood.” would better for society large the 
poor strains were eliminated. eliminate the in- 
sane and feebleminded and some criminals segrega- 
tion institutions. have done this for many years. 
does not seem have improved matters very much. 
That this much experiment interfering with the in- 
heritance defects has failed improve the race does 
not impress the eugenists. 


Superior Races 


The eugenists extend their claims without embarrass- 
ment. They hold not only for superior families, but for 
superior nationalities and superior races. The supreme 
superiority gradually distilled the noble “Nordic 
Race” and further concentrated the Anglo-Saxon 
branch the Nordic Race. The Nordics used 
Teutonic until the Germans lost war which the 
greatly inferior Latin Mediterraneans, the French and 
Italians, seem have been unusually active. 

The Nordics, favored the gods, are usually those 
Teutonic and Scandinavian white Protestant inhab- 
itants northern Europe. Any Latin southerners who 
show genius accomplishment are proved Nor- 
dics disguise not blood.

and perhaps the most dramatic and systematic 
departure from the class-teaching unit supplied 
what widely known the Dalton Plan, so-called 
because was first tried out the town high school 
Dalton, Massachusetts, Miss Helen Parkhurst. 
sometimes called the “Laboratory School” Plan. 
this plan the classrooms are regarded workshops 
laboratories where boys and girls carry out the prac- 
tical work their studies. The teacher history, for 
instance, has special room which pupils all 
grades for instruction, study, reading, and work 
any historical nature.

Develops Responsibility 


Generally speaking, the Plan consists placing

When this 
detailed and dated outline completed, there will 
for each week some definite work accomplished 
definite process mastered. For example, 
English lesson may have for its aim the development 
fluency expression or, the aim may teach 
economy and encourage thrift arithmetic. the 
next step the preparation the writing the as- 
signment, the teacher must remember that the assign- 
ment merely substitute for oral presentation. 
Since the amount the monthly assignment very 
vital part the teacher’s problem, the curriculum 
should balanced and co-related that neither too 
much nor too little included the “contract job.” 

making assignments for young children, many 
questions should asked order make clear the 
meaning the textbook and attract their attention. 
Frequently, assignments must supplement the text 
giving additional explanation, information, exer- 
cises. Difficulties should always indicated pivotal 
questions. form the assignment must clear 
and simple English, with short sentences instead 
long ones. 

the assignment long, the different steps should 
consecutively numbered. dealing 
with younger children the imperative 
mood should used rather than the po- 
lite form suggestion. Since the only 
tests assignment empirical one, 
schools with markedly different types 
pupils need different assignments. 


Written Work 


Although the written assignment re- 
quires more work from the teacher and 
the pupil, for the child removes the 
handicap short memory. has be- 
fore him helpful suggestions when they 
are needed. case absense account 
quarantine, for example, the written 
assignment can sent the child and 
can his work home. Another great 
advantage that takes care different 
abilities. The slow, intelligent child giv- 
the opportunity ponder prob- 
lem until understanding comes him, 
while the superficially clever, but clear- 
minded child compelled get down real work.

Disadvantages 


The disadvantages from the point view 
child, lie the assignment that too long, too diffi- 
cult, not clear and definite enough with reference 
the methods work suggested. For the teacher, 
although the plan requires more work first, the 
work gradually grows lighter the method becomes 
habit. Naturally, gives rise the usual difficul- 
ties adjustment new and different methods, but 
these may solved with comparative ease. When ob- 
stacles present themselves they may traced some 
all the following causes: There has been too much 
work required, the assignment too difficult. the 
details the lesson have not been clearly and definite- 
stated, the technique for compelling children 
read the assignment understandingly inadequate, the 
teacher will confronted with problem.

Often these are informal discussions around the teach- 
desk. The slower pupils are also cared for 
these special group classes and these classes may com- 
prise those who failed the first test and needed help 
before the second one, those whose past failures show 
them chronically weak lazy, and those who come 
voluntarily.

way through the assignment, doing the work indicated 
and receiving help from the conference, the teacher 
realizes the need testing sure that the pupils 
know the ground already covered before advanced 
work given. Arithmetic that contains answers the 
problems and time-practice tests are invaluable chil- 
dren self-testing devices. sense responsibility 
can inculcated the child feels and knows that his 
teacher has confidence him and trusts him. But the 
children should realize that their work will consid- 
ered satisfactory only they pass the check-ups; this 
they cannot accomplish unless they work independent- 
and finish correctly the work assigned. 


Checking Progress

Several Catholic students the public schools Meade 
County, Dak., were ordered readmitted their classrooms 
decision the state supreme court, after they had been 
expelled because they refused attend the reading the 
Scriptures from King James version the Bible. 

Court action was brought against the school board the 
father one the dozen more Catholic students, who, 
Feb., 1925, refused attend opening exercises which 
the reading the Bible the repetition the Lord’s Pra- 
yer had been ordered. The students were expelled and was 
announced that they would not allowed attend classes 
until they apologized and agreed comply with all school 
regulations. The supreme court held the school board’s action

Editor’s Note, The following article part general study 
the problem adult education. Pastors and Sisters will find 
herein some suggestions use them either leaders 
advisers organizations for promoting adult education, 


HAT practical use may made adult 
education the average pastor souls? 
Every pastor will admit that there are great 
number adults his parish who have very little 
education. This only natural; for about 61.13 per 
cent the millions people who are years 
age older have had schooling beyond the elemen- 
tary grades, and many have not even completed the 
eight grades. But 18.86 per cent have some high-school 
training. Will not every parish have its share those 
adults? there not opportunity for adult educa- 
tion each parish? The pastor, there question, 
should least know and encourage this form edu- 
cation among his people. the pastor his flock, 
the leader his people and the community. 
himself blessed with good education. Why then 
may not expect him take active part this 
adult-education The zealous priest will see 
not only means uplifting his people in- 
tellectually, but step toward opening the way for 
better knowledge and understanding the truths 
the faith. The spirit study and interest among 
his people thus created can very easily directed into 
channels for the formation Catholic viewpoint. 
Furthermore, will serve means organizing 
and bringing his flock together socially. 


Typical Illustration 

What means are the disposal the parish priest 
this have enumerated the various agen- 
cies that are being used the United States for 
promoting adult education. have cited Catholic 
activities the movement. Any these may used 
the parish priest which are best suited his people 
and location. There are certainly possibilities almost 
every parish, and especially small communities, for 
adult education under various forms. Let cite 
example what parish priest small com- 
munity about 850 souls was able this 
form education. This parish has been under the 
observation the writer for number years and 
knows both the people and their pastor. The priest 
had come the village full energy and priestly 
zeal. saw, however, that his flock was made 
class devoted Catholics many whom had only 
poor elementary education. would impossible 
attempt educate these people formally. Yet they 


sadly needed brought out their intellectual 
darkness. 

The priest thought that, could bring about 
change conditions, would not only helping 
them, but would making his own life and priestly 
work among these Catholics happier and more fruit- 
ful. Once aroused, went about the problem this 
way. erected small library building the church 
grounds. This stocked with considerable num- 
ber books. made the building up-to-date and 
large enough accommodate about 300 people. 
then encouraged reading, and before long had the 
old, well the young, reading books, especially 
during the long winter months. 

The ambitious pastor then organized literary clubs, 
debating societies, musical and dramatic clubs. These 
all held their meetings the library building 
appointed evenings. certain Sunday evenings, 
public programs for the parish were put the 
various societies. The programs, whether the form 
debate short play, were well attended. The 
interest shown was remarkable, partly because the 
people really had other amusements attract 
them, but most all because the programs were 
worth while. All this was carried for number 
years. observation and the 
remarks older people, can say that the parish 
has been greatly benefited intellectually well 
socially. The special effect that the new endeavor has 
brought about that has changed the attitude 
the whole parish toward education. Realizing their 
deficiencies, the adults became eager pick intel- 
lectual information when opportunities presented 
themselves. Today the movement further reaping 
its harvest the fact that these same adults are 
making sure that their children will not through 
life without good education and they are sending 
them both high school and college. 


Opportunities 

Can not ascribe this change conditions the 
zealous work this pastor adult education? Are 
there not other pastors, especially small communi- 
ties, that could carry out the same plan? The parish 
priests can further the evening school, too, wherever 
they are. They can this becoming the promoters 
the project. possible, and many evening school 
boards would only too glad have him, the pastor 
might even become one its directors. This form 
adult education very important, since there are 
many adults who wish continue their education and 
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yet are obliged work all day. there good 
evening school the community, such interested 
adults can attend. Here splendid way for the 
pastor help his parishioners promoting and keep- 
ing the standard these schools and guiding men 
and women into the courses offered. may happen 
that the parish small community and there 
public evening school. Here presented oppor- 
tunity. The pastor may utilize classroom 
his parochial school for evening school. himself 
may teach may hire someone else conduct the 
classes. these classes the humble beginning might 
consist teaching only few elementary subjects: 
but, interest stimulated, complete high school 
for adults might result. The pastor could supervise the 
evening classes. might place them under the direc- 
tion the diocesan superintendent schools and 
affiliate them with the diocesan college institution. 
University extension may also used advantage 
parish. There are many educational activities 
included under this agency adult education that 
person average education may profitably pursue 
some course other. There are university extension 
courses, correspondence instruction, short courses, 
extension lectures, lyceum courses, radio talks, and 
reading courses. addition there are miscellaneous 
activities such library service, publications, etc.; 
which adults may use means continuing their 
education. The pastor may serve guide such 
his parish are interested such courses. Many 
Catholic universities and colleges would willing 
send out lecturers professors give educational 
talks and short courses. The pastor can work 
interest and obtain these forms adult education 
for his parish. 


The Library 

The library another very important agency 
adult education. furnishes books and materials for 
men and women who are continuing their studies. 
may also serve feeder this new form educa- 
tion guiding individuals the proper selection 
books. The pastor can profitably establish library 
the parish, however small may be. example 
how certain pastor was able use library 
very effective agency adult education 
given. Let the parish library stocked with plenty 
good Catholic literature, religious and profane. 
there public library the town community, 
the parish can confine its purchase books Cath- 
olic references and fiction. Each parish should have 
least small library, even the pastor obliged 
use one the rooms the rectory. connection with 
the library, literary societies may established the 
parish. These may organized for various educational 
purposes among the men well among the women. 
Prominent speakers may procured for each*group, 
even lyceum program sponsored the socie- 
ties. The programs may consist single speech, 
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lyceum series. The open-forum type lectures may 
even well used. The pastor may have these lectures 
open certain particular groups societies even 
the whole parish. The parish hall may used for 
these purposes. 


The Study Club 


very practical form adult education which the 
pastor can use the study club. These are quite 
different their purpose from ordinary literary socie- 
ties. They are gatherings busy men and women who 
wish devote certain amount time each month 
the study various interesting problems become 
better informed about them. The subjects discussed 
may religious, civic, historical, legislative, etc. The 
pastor should very anxious form such club 
his parish. This group activity very close 
formal education and can made very useful. That 
the meetings systematic and logical the subjects 
treated, outlines courses should followed. The 
National Catholic Welfare Conference will furnish the 
pastor complete outlines for such groups. When 
possible, the pastor may even affiliate his study club 
clubs with this national organization. will then 
derive the benefit their research and study for his 
own clubs. make them more interesting and effec- 
tive, may also obtain some prominent lecturer 
one his clerical friends give talk current 
and vital question. The information gathered 
the individual members, and the religious knowledge 
that may gained, should move every pastor 
organize his parish study club, possible 
so. 


Develop Common Interests 


These are few suggestions that may help the parish 
priest enter whole-heartedly into the field adult 
education. Each parish, however, will have its own 
particular possibilities and needs, and the pastor who 
has heart the education the adults it, will 
obliged adapt the means and type his people. 
our firm conviction that zealous and ambitious 
priests will amply repaid, especially small com- 
munities, they become interested and encourage 
whatever form adult education possible their 
parish. May not the parish priest use this means 
bring about the unity and community spirit among his 
only natural that people are assembled 
and organized groups for common purpose, and 
have common interests, they will become one large 
family. May not the pastor use these groups 
promote charitable causes his times 
when needs the united and sympathetic action 
his parishioners, will not have organized body

Education 


Following English translation the Encyclical issued 
His Holiness Pope Pius XI, January 11, 1930, the 
subject education. The translation was sent wireless 
The New York Times and published that paper January 
19, 1930. With the special permission the Times here 
reprinted exactly received, because its great importance 
and immediate interest Catholic educators. The readers 
the JOURNAL will readily understand that the translation 
not official, and that there may some discrepancies due 
the wireless transmission. 

may interest note that the Encyclical which 
some 12,000 words length, required about fourteen and 
half hours transmit and the longest single wireless

VATICAN CITY, Jan. the full text the 
encylical Pope Pius education: 

The representative earth that Divine Master Who, though 
embracing the immensity His love all men, even sinners and 
unworthy people, showed special tender predilection for children 
and expressed himself these touching words, “Suffer little 
children come unto have tried every occasion 
show our paternal toward them, particularly the 
assiduous care and opportune teachings which touch Christian 
education youth. 

Thus, echoing our Divine Master, addressed salutary words, 
sometimes warning, sometimes exhortation, sometimes 
direction, young people, their educators, the fathers and 
mothers families, various points Christian education, with 
that opportune and inopportune insistence which belongs our 
pastoral ministry. The apostle said: “Be instant season, out 
season: reprove, entreat, rebuke all patience and doctrine.” Such 
insistence required our days, wherein, alas! must deplore 
such great lack clear, healthy principles even regarding funda- 
mental problems. 

The general conditions our times which referred above 
and the discussion raging present various countries round 
scholastic and pedagogic problems and the consequent desire ex- 
pressed many you, venerable brothers, and your faithful, 
hear our words, and finally our intense affection for young 
people, induced return this subject, not treat 
the whole its almost inexhaustible expanse doctrine and prac- 
tice, least sum its main principles, cast full light 
some conclusions and point out some practical applications.

truth, never the present times has there been such dis- 
cussion education. Therefore masters new pedagogic theories 
multiply, and new methods and means not only facilitate but 
create new education infallible efficacy inform new genera- 
tions for their desired happiness earth are elaborated, proposed, 
and discussed. 

Men created God His image and likeness and destined 


Him who infinite perfection, while they notice today more than 


ever abundance material progress and sufficiency earthly 
goods for the felicity individuals and nations, they the same 
time feel more alive within themselves the urge toward higher per- 
fection, which has been inculcated their nature the Creator, 
and wish reach this higher perfection, chiefly means 
education. 

Many them, however, insisting too much the etymological 
sense the word, think they can extract from very human 
nature and put effect with only its own strength. this they 


err, because, instead directing their aims God, the first prin- 
ciple and final end the whole universe, they rely only them- 
selves and trust only earthly temporal things. Therefore, their 
agitation will continuous and incessant, until they turn their 
eyes and their efforts God, Who the only aim perfection, 
according the deep prophecy St. Augustine: “Thou created 
us, Lord, and restless our heart till rests Thee.” 

is, therefore, supreme importance not err the direc- 
tion toward the ultimate end, with which the whole work edu- 
cation necessarily intimately connected. fact, since education 
consists essentially the formation man, such must 
life earth, attain the sublime purpose for which was 
created, evident that the same way true education 
can exist which not entirely aimed the ultimate end, the 
present order providence that say, God revealed 
Himself His Son, Who alone the “path and 
perfect, even adequate, education can exist which not 
Christian education. 


Necessary Whole Society 


This renders manifest the supreme importance Christian edu- 
cation, not only for single individuals, but for families and for the 
whole human society, since perfection the latter can only 
spring from perfection the elements which compose it. Similarly 
the above said principles render clear the insuperable excellence 
Christian education, which one that aims the ultimate 
analysis ensure God the souls those who must educated, 
and the greatest well-being possible this earth human society. 

aims these results the most efficacious manner possible 
man collaborating, that say, with God, perfect indi- 
viduals and society, inasmuch education impresses souls the 
most powerful, most lasting direction life, according the 
saying the prophet: young man according his way, even 
when old will not depart from With reason, therefore, 
St. John Chrysostom said: “What there greater than govern 
the souls, greater than form the customs young people?” 

But there word which reveals the supernatural greatness, 
beauty, and excellence the work Christian education better 
than the sublime expression love Our Lord Jesus Christ, Who 
identifying Himself with children declared: “Whosover shall re- 
ceive this child name, receiveth Me.” 

order not err this work supreme importance and 
conduct the best possible way with the help Divine grace, 
necessary have clear and exact idea Christian educa- 
tion its essential parts. necessary know whom belongs 
the mission educating, which are the necessary concomitant 
conditions, and what the aim and proper form Christian educa- 
tion according the order established God. 

Education necessarily social, not individual work. Now there 
are necessary societies separate but still harmoniously joined 
God, whose bosom man was born. Two are natural societies, 
namely, the family and civil society; the third, the Chruch, 
supernatural. 

First the family was instituted God for His own purposes, 
which are the procreation and education children. The family, 
therefore, has priority nature and, therefore, priority rights, 
compared with civil society. Nevertheless, the family im- 
perfect society because has not within itself all the means for 
own perfectionment. 

Civil society, the other hand, perfect society, having 
within itself all the means achieve its purpose, which common 
temporal good. this respect, therefore, other words 
respect the common good, civil society has pre-eminence over 
the family which reaches its temporal perfection civil society. 

The third society whereby man was born through baptism 
Divine life and grace the Church, society supernatural 
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and universal character, perfect society because has within 
itself all the means its end, which the eternal safety man. 
is, therefore, supreme its order. 

consequence education, which concerns the whole man 
both individually and socially, both respect nature and 
respect grace, belongs all three these societies which are 
necessary the coordination their respective ends propor- 
tionate manner according the present order providence estab- 
lished God. 


Belongs Pre-eminently Church 


the first place, education belongs pre-eminently the Church 
for two supernatural reasons which God himself conferred con- 
clusively her and which, therefore, are absolutely superior 
other reasons natural order. 

The first reason the explicit mission teach entrusted the 
Church its Divine founder. “All power given 
Heaven and earth. Going, therefore, teach all nations; bap- 
tizing them the name the Father, and the Son and 
the Holy Ghost. Teaching them observe all things whatsoever 
have commanded you; and behold with you all days, even 
the consummation the world.” 

the same time mandate teach, Christ conferred infalli- 
bility educative work His Church. Wherefore, “the Church 
was constituted its Divine author the column and foundation 
truth order that may teach men Divine faith and may 
direct and inform men their actions toward honesty customs 
and integrity life according revealed doctrine.” 

The second reason supernatural maternity, whereby the 
Church, the immaculate brice Christ, generates, nourishes and 
educates souls that Divine life grace with its sacraments, and 
its teachings. Therefore, with good reason St. Augustine affirms: 

“He shall not have God for father who refused the Church 
for mother.” 

Therefore, “God himself made the Church participate His 
Divine educative mission, rendering Divine intervention im- 
mune from error. Hence the Church the supreme teacher men, 
and her right teach inherent and inviolable.” 

follows natural consequence that the Church inde- 
pendent earthly sovereignty both origin and the exercise 
its educational mission, not only with respect its specific aim, 
but also with respect the means necessary achieve it. The 
Church, therefore, has the independent right judge whether 
any other system method education helpful harmful 
Christian education. And this both because the Church, being 
perfect society, has independent rights all means its end, 
and because every system teaching, just like any action, has 
certain relations with the ultimate aim man, and cannot there- 
fore escape the rules Divine law which the Church the 
infallible custodian, interpreter, and teacher. 


Pope Pius X’s Dictum 


Pope Pius lucidly declared: 

“Whatever Christian does, even earthly things, may not 
neglect supernatural benefits; indeed, according the teaching 
Christian doctrine, must direct all his actions toward supreme 
good, this being his only aim. All his actions besides, that 
are good bad, are subject the judgment and jurisdiction 
the Church.” 

worthy note how well this fundamental Catholic doctrine 
has been understood and expressed layman who was 
wonderful writer well profound, conscientious thinker: 

“The Church does not say that morals belong purely [in the 
sense exclusively] her, but that they belong totally her. 
The Church never claimed that outside her lap and without her 
teaching men can never know any moral truth. The Church, in- 
deed, reproved this opinion more than once, because appeared 
more than one form. But the Church says, she always has 
and always will say, that owing the mandate entrusted 
her Jesus Christ, and owing the Holy Ghost sent His 
name the Father, the Church alone possesses originally and 
admissibly the whole moral truth, wherein all particular truths 
morals are included, both those which man can learn the 
simple use his reasoning and those which form part revela- 
tion can deduced therefrom.” 

The Church, therefore, fully within her rights when she pro- 
motes letters, science, and arts, inasmuch they are necessarily 
beneficial Christian education, even founding and main- 
taining schools and institutions for every branch learning. Nor

must thought that even so-called physical instruction out- 
side the maternal educative mission the Church, because even 
physical instruction may benefit harm Christian education. 


Does Not Harm Civil Education 


And this work the Church every branch culture, while 
immense benefit families and nations which without Christ 
are lost, for St. Ilarius reflects: “What there more 
dangerous for the world than refuse accept Christ does not 
the slightest harm the civil authorities, because the Church 
her maternal prudence has objection her schools and edu- 
cative institutions conforming each nation the legitimate 
regulations the civil authorities, and ready any case 
reach understanding with the civil authorities order pro- 
ceed perfect agreement difficulties should arise. 

Besides, the same time the inalienable right and indis- 
pensable duty the Church watch over and advise her sons 
and the faithful any sort institution, both public and private, 
not only respect the religious instruction imparted 
but also respect all other branches learning far 
they have relation with religion and morals. 

Nor can the exercise this right considered undue inter- 
ference, but precious maternal care the part the Church 
safeguard her children from the grave dangers doctrinal moral 
poisons. And this vigilance the Church the same way cannot 
lead any serious inconvenience and cannot but benefit the order 
and well-being families and the civil community keeping 
far away from that moral poison which that inex- 
perienced and mobile age usually has practice rapid and ex- 
tensive effect. 

For without proper religious and moral instruction, Leo XIII 
warned, “every care souls will unhealthy; young people 
unaccustomed the respect God will not able bear 
discipline honest life, and, accustomed never deny anything 
their greed, will easily induced bring havoc States.” 


Scope Church’s Educative Mission 


for the scope the Church’s educative mission, extends 
over all peoples without any limitation, according 
command: 

“Teach all nations.” Nor there civil power which can 
oppose prevent it. First extends over all the faithful, 
whom the Church has care like tender mother. Therefore, the 
Church has promoted multitude schools and institutions 
every branch knowledge, because, said recent 
occasion: 

“Even the distant Middle Ages, which monasteries, con- 
vents, churches, colleges, and cathedral chapters were numerous, 
each these institutions was scholastic center and center 
Christian education and instruction. all this must add the 
universities scattered every country promoted the initiative 
of, and under the care of, the Holy See and the Church. That mag- 
nificent spectacle which now see better because closer 
and more grandiose conditions was the spectacle all ages, 
and those who study wonder what the Church was able 
this field and wonder the way which the Church has 
been able absolve the mission entrusted God edu- 
cating human generations Christian life. 

“But wonder the Church being able all ages col- 
lect round herself hundreds thousands and millions pupils, 
less must wonder when reflect what the Church has 
done, not only the field education, but also that in- 
struction. Because many treasures culture, civilization, and 
Church, which even the most distant days barbarism made 
such brilliant light shine the field letters, philosophy, ihe 
arts, and especially architecture.” 


Mission Extend Non-Faithful 


And the Church has been able much because her edu- 
cative mission extends also the non-faithful, since all men are 
called enter the kingdom God and gain eternal life. 

our days when missions scatter thousands schools 
all regions and countries not yet Christian, from the River Ganges 
the Yellow River and the great islands and archipelago 
Oceania, from the Black Continent Patagonia and frigid 
Alaska, all ages the Church with missionaries educate the 
Christian life and civilization, various people who now form the 
Christian nations the civilized world. 

Therefore firmly established that the Church pre-eminently 
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has both right and fact educative mission, and also 
evident that mind unclouded prejudices can find any reason- 
able motive impede prevent the Church this mission 
which the world now reaps the benefits. 

The rights families, state, and even single individuals 
what concerns the rightful freedom science, scientific 
methods, and general profane culture, not only are not con- 
flict with this pre-eminence the Church, but are indeed per- 
fect harmony therewith. For indicate the fundamental reason 
this harmony sufficient reflect that the supernatural order 
which the rights the Church belong not only does not destroy 
diminish the natural order which the other rights mentioned 
above belong, but elevates and perfects and both orders help 
complement each other fashion proportionate the nature 
and dignity each, because both proceed from God, who cannot 
contradict Himself. “The works God are perfect and all His 
ways are judgments.” 

Which will more clearly understood when consider spe- 
cifically the educative mission families and states. 


Educative Mission Families 


the first place, the educative mission families harmonizes 
perfectly with the educative mission the Church, because both 
proceed from God very similar fashion. families, fact, 
natural order God directly communicates fecundity, which the 
principle life and therefore the principle education for life, 
which together with authority the principle order. 

Our angelic doctor with his usual neatness thought and pre- 
cision style says: 

“The father the beginning generation education, dis- 
cipline, and all that refers the perfecting human life.” 

Families, therefore, have directly from God the mission and 
therefore the right educate their children, which inalien- 
able right because intimately bound with family duties, which 
are prior any claims civil society the state and 
fore inviolable any earthly authority. 

for the inviolability this right the angelic one tells us: 

son naturally something his father, hence natural 
that son before has the use reason, should under the 
tutelage his father. would against natural justice son, 
before has the use reason, were taken from the care his 
parents some one were dispose him against the wish 
his parents.” 

the duty parents care for their children continues until 
the children are able look after themselves, follows that the 
educative mission parents continues for the same period. The 
same angelic doctor says: 

“Nature means not only the generation children, but also their 
development and progress till they have reached man’s estate 
state virtue.” 


Juridical Wisdom the Church 


The juridicial wisdom the Church expresses itself this sub- 
ject with clearness and precision the code canon law, 
Canon 1,113, follows: 

“Parents are obliged provide with every means their power 
religious, moral, physical, and civil education for their children, 
providing also for their temporal well-being.” 

this point the common sense mankind unanimous 
that places evident contradiction with common sense whoever 
dares maintain that children belong the state before belong- 
ing their families, that the state has certain absolute rights 
over their education. There truth the argument advanced 
them that man born citizen and therefore belongs primarily 
the state, because does not take into consideration that man 
must exist before being citizen and existence given him his 
parents, not the state. Leo XIII wisely observed: 

“Sons are part their father and kind extension the 
person their father. quite exact, they enter into civil 
society not for themselves but through the domestic community 
where they have been created.” And addition: 

“The rights parents are such nature that they can 
neither suppressed nor absorbed the state, because they have 
the same common principle the very life humanity,” Leo 
XIII says the same encyclical quoted above. 

From this does not follow that the educative rights parents 
are absolute despotic, because they are inseparably subor- 
dinated the ultimate ends life and natural divine law, Leo 
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XIII says another memorable encyclical the principal duties 
Christian citizens, which summarizes the rights and duties 
parents follows: 

“From nature parents have the right bring their children 
with this added duty: that the education and instruction the 
child conformity with the ends virtue which they have 
had child the grace God. Parents must strive and energeti- 
cally insist prevent any attempt against their rights this mat- 
ter order insure most absolute fashion that they retain the 
power educating their offspring Christians, and above all 
keep them away from those schools where there danger that 
they may drink the sad poisons impiety.” 

must also remembered that the educative duties the 
family not only include religious and moral education, but also 
physical and civil, especially all things related religion and 
morals. 

“This undeniable right families repeatedly has been juridic- 
ally recognized countries which have care and respect for natural 
rights. Thus quote recent example, the Supreme Court the 
United States decision important controversy declared 
the state had not the power establish uniform type edu- 
cation for youth, obliging receive instruction only public 
schools, adding the reason natural right: 

“The child not the mere creature the state; those who 
nurture him and direct his destiny have the right, coupled with the 
high duty, and prepare him for additional obligation.” 

History bears witness that especially modern times states 
attempt violate rights conferred God upon families while 
shows that the Church has always defended them. The 
best proof the confidence families show schools belonging 
the Church. wrote recent letter the Cardinal Sec- 
retary State: “Families immediately recognized that this 
and from the earliest days Christianity the present day 
fathers and mothers, even wholly partly unbelievers, sent 
their children millions educative institutions founded and 
directed the Church.” 


Look Church for Protection 


The truth that parents look with confidence the Church, 
certain finding protection the rights families. The Church, 
fact, conscious her Divine universal mission and the duty 
all men follow the only true religion, though she ever tries 
remind parents baptize and educate their offspring the 
Christian religion nevertheless jealous the inviolability 
the natural rights families educate their children that she does 
not consent, except with certain special safeguards, baptize chil- 
dren infidels any way take charge their education 
against the wish their parents till such time the children can 
freely dispose themselves and embrace the faith their own 
free will. 

note, meanwhile, said our speech mentioned above, 
two facts the highest importance: 

“The Church places the disposal families its ministry 
teacher and educator. Families rush profit thereby, giving 
the Church their children hundreds and indeed thousands. 
These two facts proclaim great truth most important from the 
moral and social viewpoint. They say that the educative mission 
belongs before all and above all the first place the Church and 
families. belongs them natural and Divine right and 
therefore inevitable well irreplaceable fashion.” 

have seen, great benefits derive the whole society 
from this pre-eminence the Church and families educative 
missions. Similarly harm can come the true rights the 
state regard the education citizens according the order 
established God. These rights are given civil society the 
author nature Himself, not the score paternity, the 
case with the Church and families, but owing the authority 
which belongs civil society order promote the common 
temporal well-being, which its specific reason existence. 

consequence education does not belong civil society 
the same way belongs the Church and families, but 
different way corresponding its different aims. 

Now the aim civil society, which the common temporal 
good, consists insuring peace and security order that families 
and private individuals may enjoy the free exercise their rights 
and also consists insuring the greatest spiritual and material 
well-being possible the present life the unification and co- 
ordination everybody’s efforts. 
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Function Civil Authority 


Double, therefore, the function civil authority which re- 
sides the State. must protect and promote, not absorb, fam- 
ilies and individuals and not attempt replace them. 

Therefore, where education concerned, the right, 
rather duty, the State protect with its laws the prior rights 
—as describe above—of families over the Christian education 
their offspring. consequence the duty the State 
respect the supernatural rights the Church over Christian 
education. 

Similarly the duty the State protect this right off- 
spring the educational action parents should lacking, 
either physically morally, through incapacity unworthiness, 
since their educative right not absolute despotic, al- 
ready said, but dependent natural and Divine law and there- 
fore subject the authority and judgment the Church well 
the vigilance and juridical tutelage the State which must 
protect the interests the community. 

Besides, the family not perfect society which has within 
itself all the means necessary for its perfectionment. this case 
—which exceptional—the State must not take the place 
families but must supplement the education families with the 
means its power, but always conformity with the natural 
rights offspring and the supernatural rights the Church. 

general, the right and duty the State protect, 
according the rules sound reasoning and Church morale, 
the religious education youth, removing those public causes 
contrary thereto. 

Principally the State’s duty order promote the pub- 
lic welfare encourage the education and instruction youth 
all ways, and the first place favoring and helping the 
initiative and work the Church and families, which shown 
history and experience extremely efficacious. Then the 
State must complete the work the Church and families 
those cases where proved insufficient, even means 
schools and institutions its own, because the State more than 
any other body provided with adequate means which are 
placed its disposal for the benefit all, and right that 
the State should use these for the benefit those who 
provided them. 

Besides the State can demand and see that all citizens have 
necessary knowledge their civic and national duties, and that 
the degree intellectual, moral, and physical culture which 
the present conditions our times truly indispensable for 
the common good. 

However, clear that all these means for promoting pub- 
lic private education and instruction the State must respect 
the native rights the Church and families over Christian edu- 
cation, besides observing distributive justice. any case any 
scholastic educative monopoly which unjustifiably 
constrains physically morally families send their children 
State schools against the dictates their Christian conscience 
against their preferences. 

All this does not exclude the fact that for the proper adminis- 
tration public affairs and for internal and external defense and 
peace, all which are things extremely necessary for the public 
good and require special preparation, the State may reserve for 
itself the institution and direction preparatory schools for 
some its departments, and especially for the militia, provided 
takes care not injure the rights the Church and families. 


Exaggerated Nationalism Assailed 


not, perhaps, useless repeat here this warning, because 
our days (wherein see the spread nationalism ex- 
aggerated and false the enemy true peace and prosperity) 
not unusual for proper bounds exceeded organizing 
military. lines the so-called physical instruction youth 
(sometimes also young girls, against the very nature human 
things), often invading beyond measure this day our Lord 
the time that should dedicated religious duties the 
sanctuary domestic life: 

not wish criticize anything that may good the 
principle discipline the encouragement legitimate dar- 
ing such methods, but only wish criticize excesses such as, 
for instance, the spirit violence, which very different from 
the spirit strength military valor the defense 
country public order. 
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also criticize such excesses undue glorification ath- 
leticism, which even the classic pagan age marked the decline 
and decadence true physical education. 

general, not only for youth but for all ages and conditions 
men the task the State and civil society impart that 
education which may called civic, which consists publicly 
presenting individuals collectively such objects reasonable 
knowledge, imagination and the senses induce them 
toward honesty and lead them moral necessity. 
the duty the State not only perform the active part pre- 
senting such objects but also the negative part which prevents the 
presentation objects contrary thereto. 

This civic education, which ample absorb almost the 
whole action the State for the common good, must the one 
hand attuned rules rectitude and the other must not 
contradict the doctrine the Church, which the divinely con- 
stituted mistress such rules. 

Everything have hitherto said about the action the State 
the matter education rests the firm, immutable base 
Catholic Doctrine “De Civitatum Constitutione Christiana” 
admirably set forth our predecessor, Leo XIII, especially 
his Encyclicals “Immortale Dei” and Christianae,” 
namely: God divided between two powers the government the 
human species, namely, ecclesiastical and civil; one with author- 
ity over divine things and the other over human. Both are su- 
preme each its own sphere. Both have well-defined limits which 
are contained them, marked the specific nature and im- 
mediate aims each. But the same citizens are subject 
both, may happen that the same subject, though under different 
aspects, will come under the judgment and competence both. 
such cases the most provident God must have marked for 
each with clear order the way they must follow. The Powers 
that are ordained God.” 


Church and State Share Duty 

The new education youth precisely one those things 
which belong both the State and the Church, “though dif- 
ferent ways,” said above. 

“There might, continues Leo XIII, “exist ordered 
harmony between the two powers. This coordination rightly 
compared that whereby the body and soul man harmon- 
ize. The exact extent and nature coordination cannot 
precisely determined, except thinking the different nature 
the two powers with due regard the excellence and nobility 
their respective ends, for whereas one chiefly concerned with 
promoting the usefulness earthly things, the other, instead, 
procures celestial and eternal benefits. 


All the Spirit 

“Whatever there human things any way sacred, all 
that refers the worship God the safety souls, either 
owing its nature that may considered such for the end 
which aims, must all submitted the jurisdiction and reg- 
ulation the Church. for the rest, which remains the pol- 
itical and civil sphere, right that belong the civil 
authorities, since Jesus Christ commanded that render 
Caesar the things that are Caesar’s; and God, the things that 
are God’s.” 

Whoever refuses admit these principles and apply them 
education would necessarily deny that Christ founded His Church 
save men and would deny that society and the State are sub- 
ject God and His Divine law, which evidently impious and 
contrary sane reason and, especially the matter education, 
extremely pernicious for the proper formation youth and 
surely ruinous for civil society itself and the true well-being the 
human consortium. 


Principles Benefit People 


the contrary, applications these principles cannot but re- 
sult the greatest benefits for the proper formation citizens. 
This abundantly proved facts all ages. Tertullian, 
the first days Christianity his “Apologetica,” Saint Aug- 
ustine his age could defy all the adversaries the Catholic 
Church, our day can repeat with him, “Those who 
say that the doctrine Christ the enemy the State, let 
them give army such the doctrine Christ teaches 
soldiers should be, let them give such subjects, such husbands, 
such wives, such parents, such sons, such masters, such servants, 
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such kings, such judges, such taxpayers, such taxgatherers such 
Christian doctrine demands, and then let them declare the Chris- 
tian doctrine harmful the State. rather let them not hesitate 
proclaim it, when shall observed for the greatest safety 
the State.” 

While the subject education, fitting here point 
out how well this Catholic truth, confirmed facts, has been ex- 
pressed more recent times ecclesiastical writer who great- 
earned the gratitude Christian education, the most serious 
and learned Cardinal Silvio Antoniano, pupil that great ed- 
ucator, Saint Filippo Neri, and secretary the master Saint 
Charles Borromeo, whose suggestion wrote that golden 
treatise, “Christian Education Children,” which thus ex- 
presses himself: 

“When temporal power attunes itself spiritual power and 
favors and promotes the latter, collaborating the conserva- 
tion public good. When ecclesiastical authorities strive form 
good Christian spiritual means, they the same time are 
striving form good citizen. This happens because the 
Holy Roman Catholic Church upright man and good citi- 
zen are two absolutely similar things. Therefore, they gravely 
err who attempt separate two such intimately connected 
things and who think they can obtain good citizens with other 
rules and other means than those which constitute form good 
Christian. 

“Let human prudence say what pleases, but impossible 
produce true peace temporal tranquillity any means 
which are contrast with peace and eternal happiness. 

the State, also science, scientific methods and scien- 
tific research have nothing fear from the full and perfect ed- 
ucative mission the Church. Catholic institutions, whatever 
degree teaching science they belong, have need for apolo- 
gies. The favor they enjoy, the praises they gather, the scientific 
production they produce promote, and above all the excellent- 
trained pupils they give law, professional life, teach- 
ing, life all its phases, are sufficient evidence their fav- 
or.” 

All these facts are splendid confirmation the Vatican doc- 
trine, defined the Vatican Council: and reason not only 
can never contradict each other, but lend helping hand each 
other because sound the foundations faith 
and, with its illuminated light, cultivates knowledge divine 
things while faith frees and protects reason from errors, well en- 
riching with knowledge various kinds. Therefore the Church 
far from opposing the culture arts and human disciplines, 
many ways aids and promotes them, because she both knows 
and appreciates the advantages which they confer life and 
humanity. The Church, fact, repeats that, the same way 
they eminate from God, the Lord science, so, properly 
treated, they lead God His divine grace. The Church 
way forbids that each branch have its own principles 
and methods, but having recognized this freedom, she merely 
watches that they not fall into error opposing divine doc- 
trine overstepping their own bounds, which they should oc- 
cupy, usurp the field faith.” 


Rule Didactic Freedom 


This rule scientific freedom the same time inviolable 
rule properly interpreted didactic freedom freedom teach- 
ing. must observed all doctrinal relations with others, 
but especially teaching youth, because all teachers, whether 
public private, have over youth not absolute but relative 
educational rights. This because every Christian child 
adolescent has the right taught according the doctrine 
the Church, which the column and foundation truth, 
while would suffering grave injustice any one disturbed 
his faith taking advantage the confidence the young have 
their teachers and their natural inexperience and disordered in- 
clination toward absolute, false and illusory freedom. 

fact, must never lose sight the fact that the subject 
Christian education man spirit, joined body natural 
unity with all his faculties, natural and supernatural, such 
know him through reason and revelation. Man fallen from his 
original state redeemed Christ and reinstated the super- 
natural condition Christ’s adoptive child, but not the pre- 
natural privileges immortality body and integrity equil- 
ibrium his inclinations. There, therefore, remain human 
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nature effects original sin, especially the wakening the 
will and disordered tendencies. 

“Folly bound the heart child, and the rod cor- 
rection shall drive away.” 


Must Correct Tendencies 


necessary, therefore, correct disordered tendencies and 
promote and order good ones from the earliest youth, and ad- 
vise all that necessary illuminate the intellect and fortify the 
will with supernatural truths and means grace, without which 
impossible combat perverse inclination reach the 
educative perfection the Church, which perfectly and fully 
endowed Christ with the divine doctrine and sacraments the 
efficacious means grace. 

False, therefore, any pedagogic naturalism which excludes 
decreases the importance supernatural Christian formation 
the education youth. Every method education erroneous 
which founded wholly part the negation forgetful- 
ness original sin and grace, or, other words, only the 
forces human nature. Such are generally the modern systems, 
going different names, which claim kind autonomy 
and independence for the child and which diminish suppress 
the authority the educator, attributing the child exclu- 
sive right initiative and activity independent any supernat- 
ural divine law the work his education. 


Truth the Church 


If, any these terms, intended indicate—even 
improperly—the necessity the active cooperation the pupil 
his education, this intended remove from education des- 
potism and violence (which not the proper method correc- 
tion), then one would saying the truth, but one would 
saying nothing that the Church has not taught and put into 
practice her traditional Christian education imitation the 
methods adopted God himself respect all creatures which 
invites active cooperation according the nature each, 
since His wisdom “extends with power from one extremity the 
other and governs everything with goodness.” 

But, alas, with the obvious significance these terms many 
intend remove education from any dependence divine law. 
Hence our days see—which truth curious story— 
educators and philosophers who strive search universal 
moral code education just the Decalogue did not exist, 
nor evangelical law, nor the laws nature which God has graven 
the heart men and which have been promulgated reason 
and have been codified direct revelation God himself 
the Decalogue. Similarly these innovators are the habit 
defining with contempt passive obsolete that Christian 
education which founded divine authority and its holy laws. 

They delude themselves miserably who think they can free chil- 
dren, they say, while they truth are rendering them slaves 
their blind pride and disordered passions because these, 
logical consequence these false systems come justified 
legitimate exigencies so-called autonomous nature. 


Dangerous Naturalism 


But there even worse danger the false, irreverent dangerous 
and presumptuous claim submit researches, experiments and 
judgments profane natural order facts supernatural 
order concerning education, such as, for instance, the sacerdotal 
religious vocation and general the mystic operations 
grace which, though elevating natural forces, nevertheless exceed 
them infinitely and can way bound physical laws 
because “the Spirit breatheth where will.” 

Extremely dangerous that type naturalism which now in- 
vades the field education such delicate subject the 
rectitude morals. Very widespread the error those who, 
with dangerous presumptuousness and ugly words, promote so- 
called sexual education, falsely believing they can forewarn young 
people against the dangers the senses with purely natural 
means, such foolhardy preventive initiation and instruction for 
all without distinction and even publicly and, which worse, 
exposing them temptation order them, they 
say, and harden their hearts against those dangers. 

They err gravely not wishing admit the inherent fragility 
human nature, which the Apostle speaks, and neglecting 
also the lessons experience which teach that, especially 
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young people, sins against morality are not effect intellectual 
ignorance much weak wills exposed temptation and 
not supported means grace. this delicate subject, all 
things considered, some individual instruction becomes neces- 
sary the right moment the part those who have the 
educative mission. 


Must Observe Precautions 


All those precautions must observed which the 
well-known traditional Christian education, well described St. 
Antoninus, who says: 

“Such and great our misery and our inclination toward 
sin that oftentimes those very things say remedy sin are 
made occasion for incitement toward sin. Therefore 
most important that the good father, speaking with his son 
such dangerous subject, well his guard and not into 
details the various methods whereby that infernal hydra pois- 
ons such large part the world, lest happen that, instead 
quenching this fire, may imprudently awaken light the 
simple, tender mind the child. Generally speaking, while child- 
hood lasts, will sufficient use those truths which, their 
effect, introduce the virtue chastity and close the entrance 
vice.” 

Similarly erroneous and pernicious for Christian education the 
so-called method coeducation, also founded for many 
naturalism which denies original sin besides, for all upholders 
this method, deplorable confusion ideas which confound 
legitimate living together human beings with promiscuity and 
equality which reduces every one the same level. 

The Creator ordered living together the two sexes 
only unity matrimony. Besides, there nature itself, 
which makes the two sexes different their organisms, their 
inclinations and their attitudes, argument which can may 
legitimatize promiscuity, less still, absolute equality the 
education the two sexes. 


Opposes Coeducation 


The two sexes, conformity with the wonderful designs the 
Creator, are destined complement each other reciprocally 
the family and society, precisely account their diversity, 
which must therefore maintained and favored the educative 
process with the necessary distinction and corresponding separa- 
tion pupils proportion their various ages and circum- 
stances. These principles must applied the right time and 
right place, according the rules Christian prudence all 
schools, especially the delicate decision period formation, 
which that childhood. gymnastic exercises and sport, they 
must especially applied with due regard for Christian modesty 
feminine youth, with regard all forms exhibition. 

recall the tremendous words the Divine Master, “Woe 
the world because scandals,” and earnestly urge your solicitude 
and the vigilance the venerable brothers these most perni- 
cious errors which are gaining too much ground among Catholic 
peoples with grave injury youth. 

obtain perfect education, supreme importance see 
that all conditions which surround the pupil during the period 
his formation, namely, the whole circumstances which come 
under the heading “environment,” correspond well with the aim 
view. 

The first natural necessary environment education the 
family, which destined this end the Creator. Hence, 
generally the most efficient lasting education that which 
received well-ordered and disciplined Christian family. 
the more efficient, where more clearly and constantly shines the 
good example the parents above all, and other members the 
family. 

not our intention treat this subject fully, rather touch- 
ing only the principal points domestic education, ample 
the material thereon. Besides, there are many special treatises, 
ancient and modern, authors sound Catholic doctrine, 
among whom appear worthy special mention the already re- 
corded golden treatises Antoninus. “Concerning the Christian 
Education Children,’ which St. Charles Borromeo ordered 
read publicly parents gathered together churches. 

wish, however, call your attention, especially that 
venerable brothers and beloved sons, the subject the lament- 
able decline today family education. For the duties and pro- 
fessions temporal earthly life, which certainly are lesser 
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importance, youths submit long studies and accurate prepara- 
tion, whereas for the duties and fundamental cares education 
children, many parents today, being too immersed tem- 
poral cares, are little not all prepared. 


Deplores Weaker Family Ties 


the weaker influence the family there added the fact 
today that almost everywhere there tendency draw 
away from the family children from their tenderest years under 
various pretexts, either economic industrial commercial 
political nature. There country where they take children 
from the bosom the family form them (or more truly 
malform and deprive them) associations and schools without 
God, irreligion and hate, according extreme Socialist theories, 
renewing real and most terrible massacre innocents. 

therefore entreat pastors, the name Jesus Christ, 
adopt every possible means their instructions and catechisms, 
with voice and widely spread writings, warn Christian parents 
their grave obligations, not much theoretically generically 
practically, and especially their particular duties respecting 
the religious, moral, and civil education their children and 
the most suitable methods achieve efficaciously, apart from 
the example their lives. such practical instructions, the 
Apostle the people did not disdain condescend his 
epistles, particularly that the Ephesians, where, among other 
things, warns “fathers, provoke not children anger,” 
which not much the effect excessive severity im- 
patience and ignorance methods most suitable fruitful cor- 
rection and also the now too common relaxation family 
discipline, from which untamed passions grow adolescents. 
Therefore let parents, and all teachers with them, see that 
they rightly use the authority given them God, whom they 
are true sense vicars, not for their own personal comfort, but 
for the right bringing their children holy filial “fear 
God, the beginning wisdom” which alone respect for 
authority founded and without which order, tranquillity, and 
well-being the family and society cannot exist. 


The Church the Ideal School 


make for the weakness the forces fallen human 
nature, Divine Goodness has provided abundant help grace and 
other means which the Church rich. The great family 
Christ is, therefore, the educative environment most closely and 
harmoniously joined with that the Christian family. 

The educative environment the Church includes not only its 
sacraments, divinely efficacious means grace, and its rites, all 
marvelous way educative, nor does include only the ma- 
terial enclosure the Christian temple, which also admirably 
educative the idiom liturgy and art, but also great abun- 
dance and variety schools, associating religious piety, together 
with the study literature and sciences, with recreation and 
physical culture. And this inexhaustible fecundity educa- 
tional works how admirable the harmony mentioned above, 
which the Church knows how maintain with Christian families 
such extent that one could say truly that the Church families 
constitute single temple Christian education. 

Since necessary that new generations instructed arts 
and disciplines which civil society profits and prospers, and 
since families alone are insufficient for this work, thus was borne 
the social institution schools, first—be well remembered—by 
the initiative the Church and families long before the work 
the state began. 


Schools Must Supplement 


Since the school, considered also its historical origins, its 
very nature the subsidiary and complementary the family and 
the Church—therefore, logical moral necessity, must not only 
not contradict but positively must accord with the other two 
environments the most perfect moral unity possible 
able constitute, together with the family and the Church, 
single sanctuary sacred Christian education under the penalty 
failing its aim. 

This manifestly recognized even layman very celebrated 
for his pedagogic writings (not all praiseworthy because in- 
fected with liberalism) who decided: “The school, not 
temple, den”; and again, “When literary, social, domestic, 
and religious education are not accord, man unhappy and 
powerless.” 

From this follows that the so-called neutral lay schools from 
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which religion excluded are contrary the fundamental princi- 
ples education. Besides, such schools are not practically pos- 
sible, since actual fact they soon become anti-religious. There 
need repeat what our predecessors have said this sub- 
ject, notably Pius and Leo XIII, whose times particularly 
lay instruction began. repeat and confirm their 
declarations, together with the prescriptions the sacred canons 
which attendance non-Catholic, neutral mixed schools 
schools, that say, indifferently open Catholics and non- 
Catholics without distinction, forbidden Catholic children and 
can only tolerated the discretion Bishops special cir- 
cumstances place and time and under special precautions. 


Mixed Education Inadmissible 


Neither admissible for Catholics attend mixed 
(worse still obligatory for all) where religious instruction 
provided and pupils receive the rest their teaching from non- 
Catholic masters, together with non-Catholic children. 

The fact alone that religious instruction imparted (often with 
too much parsimony) not sufficient for the schools con- 
sidered conforming with the rights the Church and Christian 
families and worthy frequented Catholic scholars. For 
school acceptable necessary that the whole teaching and 
organization the school, namely the teachers, the curriculum, 
and the books, governed the Christian spirit under the 
maternal direction and vigilance the Church. 
should really the foundation and crown all instruction all 
grades not only elementary but also all others “it neces- 
sary,” adopt the words Leo XIII, “that not only specified 
hours the young shall taught religion but that all the rest 
the education performed with Christian piety. For this 
lacking, this sacred breath does not pervade and warm the 
souls masters and disciples, little use can come from any doc- 
trine. Often, indeed, will cause inconsiderable harm.” 

Nor should said that impossible for the state 
divided into various creeds provide for public instruction ex- 
cept neutral mixed schools, since the state ought more rea- 
sonably and can also more easily provide schools giving free 
rein the initiative and work the Church and the family 
helping them with adequate subsidies. And that this can 
done the satisfaction families and with great benefit for 
instruction and public peace and tranquillity shown nations 
divided into various religious faiths where schools are harmony 
with the educative rights families not only all things concern- 
ing teaching—particularly entirely Catholic schools for Catho- 
lics—but also concerning distributive justice with financial help 
the part the State each school desired families. 


Opposite Other Countries 


other countries mixed religion the exact opposite happens, 
with not inconsiderable burdens upon Catholics who are guided 
the episcopacy and means indefatigable work the 
secular and regular clergy sustain their expense entirely Cath- 
olic schools for their children and with praiseworthy generosity 
and constancy persevere the intention assure wholly what 
they the manner pledge proclaim, education for 
the whole Catholic youth Catholic schools.” Such efforts, 
not helped public funds distributive justice would require, 
cannot impeded any civil power which recognizes the rights 
families and the indispensable conditions lawful liberty. 


Defense School Duty 


Where, however, even this elementary liberty impeded 
various ways thwarted, Catholics can never exert themselves 
enough, even the cost great sacrifices, sustain and defend 
their schools and secure just scholastic law. 

Everything done the faithful promote and defend Catholic 
schools for their children work genuinely religious charac- 
ter, and therefore the chief duty “Catholic action.” Hence, 
particularly dear our fatherly heart and worthy high praise 
are all those associations which various nations attend with 
zeal these necessary works. Wherefore, procuring Cath- 
olic schools for their children widely proclaimed, well 
understood and recognized all—Catholics any nation the 
world are not doing political party work but religious work in- 
dispensable their consciences. They not intend thus 
separate their children from the body and the spirit the nation, 
but merely educate them the most perfect way most conducive 
the prosperity the nation, because good Catholic virtue 
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the Catholic doctrine for that very reason the best citizen 
and the best lover his country, submitting civil au- 
thority constituted any legitimate form government. 
Catholic schools which are harmony with the Church and 
Christian families will not happen that teaching conflicts with 
what the pupils learn religious instruction with obvious harm 
education. necessary make pupils read erroneous 
works which must confuted, this can done after such prepa- 
ration and with such antidotes healthy doctrine that not harm 
but aid will rendered the Christian formation youth. 


Example Bees Cited 


Similarly, these schools the study languages and classical 
literature will never damaging the sanctity customs, since 
the Christian teacher will follow the example the bees, which 
take the purest part the flowers, leaving the rest, St. Basil 
taught his discourse adolescents the reading the clas- 
sics. 

This necessary caution—suggested also the pagan Quintilianus 
—does not any way prevent the Christian teacher from profit- 
ing whatever really good the disciplines and methods 
our times, mindful what the apostle said: all things; 
hold fast that which good.” Yet also for them the saying 
the Divine Master true. that “the harvest truly plentiful, but 
the laborers are few,” and therefore entreat the Lord har- 
vests send many more such workers for Christian education, 
which must supreme and dear the hearts the pastors 
souls and the directors religious orders. 

equally necessary direct the watch over the education 
adolescents, “soft wax yielding whatever en- 
vironment they may find themselves, removing evil opportunities 
and procuring good ones both recreations and companions, since 
“evil contacts corrupt morals.” 


More Vigilance Called Necessary 


our times wider and more accurate vigilance necessary be- 
cause the opportunities for moral and religious shipwreck for in- 
experienced vouth have grown, especially through impious 
licentious books, many which are diabolically circulated 
low price, through the cinematograph and now. also the radio, 
which multiplies and simplifies every kind spoken communica- 
tion the cinematograph does every kind spectacle. 

These powerful agents which, well governed sane princi- 
ples, can the greatest utility instruction and education, 
oiten, unfortunately, are subordinated evil passions and greed 
for gain. St. Augustine, who lamented the passion with which 
even the Christians his time were drawn the spectacles 
the circus, relates with dramatic vividness the perversion, fortu- 
nately temporary, his scholar friend, Alipius. How many youth- 
ful errors due the spectacles today and due also evil books 
and speeches must parents and teachers lament. 

All those educative works must, therefore, praised and 
promoted which, with sincere Christian zeal, aim means 
appropriate books and periodicals make known, especially 
parents and teachers, the moral and religious dangers often de- 
ceitfully insinuated books and spectacles and which undertake 
spread good books and promote really educative spectacles 
creating, even the cost great sacrifices, theatres and cine- 
matographs which virtue not only has nothing lose but even 
much gain. 


Segregation Not Advocated 


From this necessary vigilance, however, does not follow that 
youth must segregated from society, where, indeed, must live 
and save its soul, but that, today more than ever, must pre- 
pared and fortified Christianly against the corruptions and errors 
the world, which, the Divine Word warns, all “con- 
cupiscence the flesh and the concupiscence the eyes, and the 
pride life.” Therefore, Tertullian said the early Christians, 
true Christians should all times “copossessors the world 
but not error.” 

With this saying Tertullian come that which intend 
treat last, but which the greatest importance, namely 
the true substance Christian education, what its ultimate aims 
are, and consideration these the supereminence the edu- 
cative mission the Church becomes clear with the light 
day. 

The real immediate aim Christian education 
with Divine Grace form true and perfect Christian, or, 
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other words, form Christ himself those reborn through bap- 
tism according the living word the apostle, little chil- 
dren, whom labor again until Christ formed you.” 


Supernatural Life Urged 


The true Christian must live supernatural life Christ, 
“Christ, who our and manifest all his works, “that 
the life also Jesus might made manifest our body.” 

For this very reason Christian education comprehends the whole 
sphere human life, both earthly and spiritual, both intellectual 
and moral, both individual, domestic, and social; not diminish 
any way but elevate, regulate, and perfect it, according 
the examples and doctrine Christ. 

Thus the true Christian fruit Christian education the 
supernatural man who thinks, judges, and works constantly and 
coherently, according right reasoning, illuminated the super- 
natural light the examples and doctrine Christ, or, say 
the language now use, true and perfect man 
character. 

For not mere coherence and tenacity conduct the pursuit 
subjective principles constitutes true character, but only 
stancy following eternal principles justice, even the pagan 
poet recognizes when praises inseparably “man just and truly 
firm his purpose.” Besides, true justice does not exist except 
giving God the things that are God’s, the true Christian 
does. 


Earthly Works Praised 


Such aims Christian education appear outsiders 
abstractions, rather unattainable without the suppression 
diminution natural faculties without renunciation the 
works earthly life and therefore appear alien social life and 
temporal prosperity, contrary all progress letters, sciences, 
arts any other works civilization. similar objections, 
prompted the ignorance and prejudice pagans, even the 
cultured ones ancient times, unfortunately repeated with more 
frequent insistence modern times, Tertullian replied, “We are 
not extraneous life. remember that owe gratitude 
the Lord, God, our Creator. repudiate fruit his works. 
Only hold ourselves check lest use them loosely badly. 
And so, not without the forum, not without baths, houses, shops 
and stalls, not without your markets and your trade, live 
this world. also, with you, navigate and fight, cultivate the 
fields, and negotiate and therefore exchange our works with 
yours and place the fruits our labor your disposal. Indeed, 
not see how can seem useless your activities with 
which and which all live.” 


Use Talents Approved 


Indeed, the true Christian, far from renouncing the works 
earthly life impairing his natural faculties, the contrary 
develops and perfects them, them with the super- 
natural life, thus ennobling natural life itself and reaping 
more fruitful benefits, not only spirtual eternal nature, but 
also material and temporal. This demonstrated the whole 
history Christianity and its institutions, which identified 
with the history true civilization and genuine progress down 
our days. This shown particularly the saints, which the 
Church, and only the Church, produced such large numbers, who 
have reached perfect degree the aims Christian education 
and have ennobled and improved human society every field 
good. fact, the saints have been, are, and will ever the 
greatest benefactors human society, also the 
models every class profession, every state position 
life, from the simple, rustic peasant the scientist and writer, 
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from the father family the monarch reigning over peoples 
and nations, from the simple girls and women domestic circles 
queens and empresses. 


Work Missionaries Noted 


And what the immense work which temporal well-being 
also reaped the benefits; the evangelical missionaries, who to- 
gether with the light faith have carried and carry barbarous 
people the benefits civilization; the preceptors the various 
works charity and social assistance; and the interminable 
ranks saintly men and women teachers who have perpetuated 
and multiplied their works their fruitful institutions Chris- 
tian education, helping families and the inestimable benefit 
nations 

These are fruits, from every viewpoint, Christian 
education precisely because develops and forms man the life 
and supernatural virtues Christ; for Christ, our Lord and 
Divine Master, both the fount and the giver such life and 
virtue and the same time the universal model accessible 
all conditions human progeny, particularly youth the 
hidden, laborious, and obedient period life, adorned with all 
the individual, domestic and social virtues before God and before 
men. 

these treasures, definite value which have 
hardly hinted, are part the Church such extent that they 
constitute its very substance, because the Church the mystic 
body Christ, the immaculate bride Christ, and therefore the 
fruitful mother and superlatively perfect teacher. 


St. Augustine Quoted 

Therefore the great and brilliant St. Augustine—of whose blessed 
death are about celebrate the fifteenth centenary—filled 
with holy affection for this mother, broke out these words: 

“Oh, Catholic Church, truest mother Christians, thou worthi- 
preachest not only that duty honor God Himself 
purity and chastity, but besides make its love 
toward thy neighbor thine, that thee powerfully efficacious 
the medicine for many ills from which souls suffer account 
their sins. Thou preparest and teachest children with the simplicity 
youths, with the strength old men and with delicacy, accord- 
ing the needs the body and spirit. 

“Thou, would almost say, subduest children free servitude 
parents and grantest parents complete dominion over chil- 
dren. Thou, with the bond religion, stronger and closer than 
blood, unitest brothers brothers. Thou, not only with the bond 
society but also fraternity, joinest citizens citizens and 
peoples peoples. one word, thou joinest all men with the 
memory their first common parents. Thou teachest things 
attend peoples and admonishest peoples obey Kings. Thou 
diligently teachest whom owe honor, whom affection, 
whom respect, whom fear, whom torture, showing thus 
not owe all all, but that owe charity all and offense 
none.”

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Romance and the Catechism 

One the most helpful things interpreting hu- 
man experience group organizing ideas.

The stage Preci- 
sion follows the trail Romance before the romance 
inexperience has worn off, and when the need for 
precise knowledge felt. stage,’ says White- 
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head, “is the sole stage learning the traditional 
scheme education, either school university.”

Responsibility for Accidents 


Pupils are occasionally injured upon 
grounds while play, and their travels and 
from school. Sometimes these injuries, especially those 
occurring about school building, find their way 
into the courts for some form redress. Parents 
guardians suits for damages, brought against the 
school authorities, usually set the claim that there 
has been lack sufficient precaution against ac- 
cidents. The courts throughout the land, with the 
exception two states, have usually ruled that school 
authorities, being officers the state, cannot held 
responsible for injuries sustained through accidents, 
even neglect can proved. 

two states, however, New York and California, 
the courts have recent years maintained that where 
neglect the part the school authorities can 
proved, that the injured party has valid claim. Thus, 
number cases have been decided against the school 
authorities and favor the claimants. 

The question which concerns here whether 
private- parochial-school authorities can set 


successful defense against injury suits which willful 


neglect can proved. Certain is, that the protection 
which public-school officials enjoy under laws which 
specifically hold them immune liability, cannot 
applied those charge private parochial 
schools. The assumption must that those charge 
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private and parochial schools could held liable 
for injuries sustained pupil, providing that 
ordinary precaution had not been practiced. 

any rate, those immediate charge school 
playgrounds should exercise great care seeing that 
nothing permitted within such grounds which may 
prove dangerous the safety the pupil. 


Parochial Old and New 


There decided contrast between the Catholic 
parochial-school building few decades ago and 
the more recent structures.

up-to-date structure and not trail behind the 
public school. While may agreed the supe- 
riority the parochial school because the character 
training and religious instruction affords, the hous- 
ing provided for the Catholic school children, and the 
equipment which should with such housing, must 
not underestimated. 

Thus, the physical considerations which apply 
system popular education deserve attention well 
the purely professional. fact, the professional 
labors performed schoolhouse are small way 
influenced the environment and conditions afforded 
structure that strictly modern orientation 
and equipment. Such structure not only makes for 
the safety and convenience its occupants, but facil- 
itates the professional service and enhances the disci- 
plinary order the schoolwork. 

State standards for schoolhouse construction help 
maintain these standards. But why should there not 
associated with the bishop diocesan superin- 
tendent schools advisory group which one 
should from the department education local 
Catholic college, who could examine 
sionally and require standards even higher than those

Our motto should 
spiritual well temporal training, minimum 
theory and maximum practice.” This fact should 
impressed upon pupils. The moral ideal must ever 
kept the fore, for where the religious attitude 
lacking, education little value. Living worth 
while only the pursuit worthy idea, obeying 
the dictates conscience.

Under Departmental Organizations are such clubs literary, 
French, Latin, German, Spanish, history, geography, science, 
radio, nature, botany, biology, and penmanship. Among the 
Civic Welfare Organizations are the school government, the 
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council, the senate, the assembly, the big brothers, the girls’ 
welfare, the traffic squads, etc. Hobbies include camera, check- 
ers, chess, bird, canoe, hiking, travel, book-lovers’, short story, 
mythology, story-telling, public speaking, press, scenario, puz- 
zle, wild flower, astronomy, sketch, cartoon, gift, aircraft, and 
other clubs. The Society group includes class organizations, 
dancing, luncheons, spreads, parties, banquets, and the like. 
And under the Auxiliary are the Junior Red Cross, The Boy 
And under the Auxiliary are the Junior Red Cross, Boy Scouts, 
Campfire Girls, A., Hi-Y, Sunday School, and Bible- 
study organizations. (Table 18.)

(4) Each member the faculty far possible should 
interested some one more activities. (5) All activities 
should chartered central body selected the school 
(under faculty guidance and approval) and directly responsi- 
ble first the student body. Only such activities should 
chartered fulfill some worthy purpose accord with the 
school’s policies and are not already served existing 
organization. (6) There should central organization for 
budgeting and auditing all extra-curricular and curricular ac- 
tivities, and the means careful checking should 
specific and definite. (7) Participation should stimulated 
and limited point system. 

Administrators will find Extra-Curricular Activities, 
Wilds (273 pp., The Century Company, New York, 1926), 
especially helpful. concerned with problems general 
nature, such definitions, development, problems, and dan- 
gers extra-curricular activities. The suggestions for finan- 
cing activities program are exceedingly practical and useful. 


Complete Book 
Handbook Extra-Curricular Activities (402 pp. 
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Barnes, New York City, 1926), Harold Meyer carefully 
considers the objectives, scope, and values each activity. 
Considerable theory given each section. The fullness 
the bibliography for each type activity, the suggestive pro- 
grams for clubs, and the completeness the lists activities, 
make this book one the most valuable all works extra- 
curricular activities. The definite references and suggestions 
accompanying each type activity discussed make invalu- 
able the professional library school.

HIGH-SCHOOL PROBLEMS 


LARGE AND SMALL CLASSES 

Ruth Barns, head English department, Cooley High 
School, Detroit, Michigan, writes the Detroit Educational 
Bulletin, Vol. XIII, No. regarding large and small classes 
English literature. She says: 

The aim this experiment compare the results 
teaching class forty superior pupils literature with 
similar class sixty equally high intelligence. 

The materials used were those regularly prescribed for the 
general literature course the high-school handbook 
English. Cooley are teaching the Odyssey (Palmer trans- 
lation), Julius Caesar, Ivanhoe, David Copperfield, and 
You Like It. 

For this experiment chose the group project method 
because 

This offers possible means encouraging superior stu- 
dents work capacity; 

places the burden responsibility for learning upon 
the pupil; 

allows for the development such valuable social 
qualities initiative, independence, resourcefulness, original- 
ity, and cooperation; 

provides natural situation for the use oral and 
written composition literature class; 

And this method possible only when there available 
room equipped with tables and chairs, which are fortunate 
enough have. 

were able one our regular classrooms place seven 
tables and allow ample space for the teacher’s desk and 
straight-back chairs. the class used tables with 
each table, and the class used seven tables with 

organizing the class the first step was elect five group 
leaders the small class and seven the large class. These 
turn chose the members their groups. Study guide sheets 
were provided each pupil directing the procedure for pupil, 
group leader, and teacher. Our first classic was the Odyssey. 
Through their study Greek history and through cer- 
tain myths read told them the elementary grades, the 
pupils already had some background for the study this epic. 
They were, consequently, receptive the suggestion that the 
Odyssey, depicting does the life the ancient Greeks, 
would more meaningful them they knew more about 
the environment and living conditions these people than 
they would glean from the Odyssey itself. The study guide 
sheets gave list suggested projects. 

The first day, before started organizing, the pupils agreed 
read the Odyssey outside school during the opening week. 
After the organization into groups was completed, the students 
were ready introduced the library books dealing 
with all phases ancient Greece, which had secured for 
period four weeks from the Monnier Branch the public 
library. this point the classroom became informal work- 
shop with group leaders presiding over their various groups 
and helping their groups decide what their contribution 
would the class whole. When each group had chosen 
its project projects, the leader proceeded discover how 
each member could best use his talents contributing the 
group whole. well-rounded and diversified program was 
the aim each leader. The teacher then assisted appor- 
tioning the library books the various groups according 
their needs. They were gather all the facts relating their 
particular project, first from the Odyssey itself and then from 
the library books.

guided available standard tests. The results these tests 
over both units work follow: 

First all have comparison the median scores 
the schoo] test made the small class and large class both 
the Odyssey and Julius Caesar. There are two points note: 

The median scores 82.7, were identical both classes 
the Odyssey test. 

The large class made only one point less the median 
score than did the small class, 89, the Julius Caesar 
test. comparison the median scores standard tests 
the Odessey and Julius Caesar, made the two experimental 
classes, follows. each test the mid-scores were the same for 
the class for the class 60. The standard test for the 
Odyssey was much easier than our school test, resulting 
median 89; for Julius Caesar was more difficult, result- 
ing mid-score 71. The Julius Caesar test called for 
certain facts regarding the history the development 
drama which had not touched upon. 

will next see the comparative median scores the two 
experimental groups and twelve others the two classics 
studied. Certain difficulties attendant upon the opening 
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new school made impossible provide control group 
pupils.

that the Julius Caesar results, median scores for the experi- 
mental sections, and 89, were fifteen and sixteen points 
higher than the median scores the twelve other sections. The 
better results the Julius Caesar test may indicate that pupils 
absorb more literary knowledge under teacher presentation 
material than under pupil presentation.

discussion school vandalism scarcely comes within the 
range well-conducted parochial school, since the very 
spirit which breathes, and the standards righteousness 
which adheres, may render such discussion unnecessary. 
matter information, however, may well point 
the fact that school vandalism evil which afflicts 
nearly all the large city school systems, and which causes 
the public-school authorities times, much concern and con- 
siderable expense. have fortunately only rarely heard 
such vandalism connection with parochial schools. 

The American youth destructively inclined. not only 
destroys many articles value, which come his way, but 
not even respecter the property employed facili- 
tating his education. all the larger cities the United 
States the school authorities are called upon once year 
appropriate money for broken windows and the repair 
damaged school property. During the vacation months, the 
destruction usually its height. The repair bill runs into 
many thousands dollars. 

The regrettable fact is, that the destruction school pro- 
perty not much the mere accidents boy’s play 
the spirit willful destruction. Children must play 
sometime and somewhere, and accidents will happen. one, 
therefore, would deal harshly with those who unintentionally 
have broken window, defaced exterior wall, marred 
interior decoration. 

But, the investigations made school authorities have 
proved that the larger fraction the property damage the 
result the deliberate vandalism, sometimes engaged with 
vicious mania for destruction, and sometimes spirit 
protest against established authority. serious have these 
depredations become recent years that number cities 
the school authorities have appealed for police protection. 
The tendency most school systems has been secure re- 
lief through such caution and persuasion may exercised 
those charge the pupils rather than through the aid 
the police. 

And here follows that the schools carry out the mission 
for which they are created, they must provide that training 
which will instill proper respect for persons and for pro- 
perty. The boy who salutes the American flag the morning 
and willfully destroys schoolhouse windows, other pro- 
perty night, not good citizen. comes more nearly 
under the designation loafer and rowdy, who not only 
disgrace his school, but disgrace his country well. 
The parochial-school lad should doubly concerned con- 
ducting himself orderly and law-abiding fashion. 

The question how far the authority the school ex- 
tends matters discipline; namely, whether extends 
beyond the confines the school grounds, has come under 
the scrutiny the courts.

The White House Conference Child Health and Protec- 
tion, section recreation and physical education, held its first 
organization meeting the Department the Interior build- 
ing, Washington, C., December Those who had taken 
part former conferences the training youth and out- 
door recreation soon became convinced that this was not just 
another conference opening with clamor and dying away into 
oblivion. The matter submitted the consideration the 
conference and the quality and number its members clearly 
indicated the importance which President Hoover attached 
the subject. 

This conference investigate: What being done, what 
should done the future for the protection American 
childhood, and how it. For this purpose the conference 
was divided into four sections follows: (1) Growth and 
development, (2) medical service and health administration, 
(3) education and training, (4) prevention, maintenance, and 
protection the handicapped. The last three sections are 
again subdivided into several committees. Section (2) com- 
prises public health organization, communicable-disease con- 
trol, milk products and their control, prenatal and maternal 
care, and medical service for children. Equally well organized 
the third section education and training. The several 
committees deal with the following important topics: Family 
and parent education, the preschool child, vocational guidance 
and child labor, recreation and physical education, and special 
classes. The last section will occupy itself with state and local 
organizations for the handicapped, physically and mentally 
handicapped, and socially handicapped dependency and 
delinquency. 

The committee recreation and physical education, con- 
sisting about 150 members, will engage studying the 
extent and content the following: Recreation and physical 
education high schools, elementary schools, and during 
the preschool age; recreation and physical education school 
children outside school hours, leadership training pro- 
fessional and volunteer, and legislation existing needed 
this connection.
